The present bitter fighting 
around Charagua in Bolivia's sou- 
thern province of Santa Cruz has 
seen 40,000 soldiers inaction. and 
has added, perhaps 2,000 to the 
lengthening lists. of ‘the — dead. 
And there {3 no sign of an end. 


Across the jungle’ wastes of the 
Chaco the tide of war hag swept 
since 1982, At first the well- 
trained and equipped troops of 
Bolivia appeared to be making, the 
most gaing. They penetrated well 
into ‘the Chaco, that disputed aren 
that liea between the warring coun- 
tries, oo. 

But then the Chaco began to 


firht against them. The Bolivians 
are highlanders, and the savage 
guerilla warfare of the steaming 
mizes of the jungle was not to 
their liking. 


It neutralised the effect of their 
better armament, and gave a cor- 
responding advantage to the Para- 
guayans, who were, used 
The war dragged on month after 
month, with continual fighting ex- 
cept during the rainy season, which 
turned the battleground into a 
malarial quagmire, 

Forts were taken and retaken, 
a few. yards of muddy ditch won 
and lost over the bodies .of the 
slain. 

By the end of 1933, with Bolivia 
distinctly on the shart end, an 
armistice was effected through ao 
Leigue of Nations commission 
which visited both countries and 
tried to suggest peace terms, But 
after 16 days of peace, fighting was 


vesumed, when neither side could 


to it.

They swept the Bolivian troops 
out of an area greater than Eng- 
lund nnd Belgium put together, 
They were going strong, and the 
edge of Bolivia proper was at 
hand, with its rolling, open coun- 
try and its rich oil flelds within 
striking distance. 

Desperate at this threat of in- 
vasion of her own land, Bolivia 
braced, and her green and: untried 
roops appear to have halted the 
Paraguayan advance in the present 
series of battles from Charagua to 
Villa Montes, along a 126-miles 
front. ‘ 

.As the losses mount, the Bolivian 
advantage would seem to Increase, 
despite -her 30,000 prisoners. in 


Paraguayan camps and the de- 
eimation of her enrly and veteran 
armies. For Paraguay has only a 
million people, and despite the des- 
perate loyalty and headlong 
bravery and sacrifices of — her 
people, they Gannot furnish fresh 
enannon-meat forever. 

Bolivia controls the air, Para- 
guny’s air force having | been 
wiped out. 
resources, the equipment, and the 
men. 

Unless effective mediation comes, 
however, from the neighbouring 
South American countries of Argen- 
lina, Chile, and perhaps’ Brazil, 
from the’ United States, or from 
the Lengue of Nations, it is more 
than possible thut both these coun- 
tries will fight each other into 
mutual destruction, 

In that case, the Chaco may re- 
main an unsettled South American 
Alsace-Lorraine, to plague the peace 
of the western hemisphere for un- 


counted years to come,

NOTES of tHe DAY. 


Tho Supreme Court of the 
United States haa cast, a very 
largo and destructive monkey- 
wrench into the, machinery of the 
Natfonal Recovery Act, ruling the 
Codes, by which President Raose- 
volt dictated, industry’s wage 
standards and working hours in 
five hundred different. trades, un- 
constitutional . and Illegal. That 
much is clear. For the rest, we 
can only wait’ and seo, wit 
American citizens, what the re- 
sult will be. It may be that the 
end of the operation of Codes will 
see o return to wage cutting 48 & 
means of enhancing competitive 
trade opportunities. It may’ be 
that, aa the textile, workers aro 
already threatening, that industry 
will be tied up in a serious strike; 
that Labour will seize the power 
wrosted from ‘the hands of tho 
President and Inejst upon the 
same sealo of wages and working 
hours as the Codes mado law, 
Labour may even “go one better, 
and make moro drastic demands 
upon employers, On the other 
hand, the employérs themaclvés 
swill probably welcome the ruling 
of the Supreme Court. In tho 
textile Industry many plants have 
been foredd to close down owing 
to incrensing competition and pay 
rolla. ‘If they are not forced to 
pay Code wages, they may again 
go Into business; and give more 
employment, incidentally. Mean- 
while, Mr, Richberg, the NLR.AJS 
chief executive, has jasucd o plea 
to industry to abide by’ the Codes 
as set by the Administration and 
to refrain from slashing wages, 
or otherwise upsetting the Jabour 
conditions in the country. He is 
afraid of a’ test of strength be- 
tween Industry and Labour, ap- 
parently, and what it would mean 
to the country. One fact stands 
out: the dictutorin! control of 
industry, given to the President by 
Congress, has been taken sway 
from Mr. Roosevelt by the Supreme 
Court. Whether Labour and In- 
dustry will compromise or fight, 
that is another question.

SHAKESPEARE TRANSLATED 


Tho news that the film which 
Prof. Max Reinhardt. is making of 
“A Mid-summer Night's’ Dream” 
for nn American company is to 
contain a minimum of dintogue has 
caused considerable comment in 
England, says the Christian Science, 
Monitor. For many feel that the 
chief glory of Shakespeare lics in 
hia amazing mastery of language. 
Yet Professor Reinhardt's decision 
may Icad to a ‘better way of film- 
ing Shakespeare than has hither- 
to been discovered. Magnificent 
though Shakespeare's , speeches 
are, it is significant that the 
greatest Shakespearcan actors, 
such as Edmund Kean and Henry 
Irving, are not reputed to have 
gained their biggest effects in de- 
claiming them. Those effects are 
said to have flowed rather from 
gesture’ ind = mime than from 
elocution, When Kean played the 
ruin of -Richard IIl-—one of his 
most famous parte—it was not his 
recitation of Shakespeare's lines 
that the critics praised, but the 
manner {n which he stood with his 
arms held out helplessly before 
him. This.was a gesture Inspired 
by. Shakespenre’s poetry rather 
than a direct expression. of it. 
Similarly, perhaps the most effec- 
tive way of screening Shakespeare 
may be to translate tho trans- 
cendent beauty of his verse into an 
equivalent beauty of photography. 
This, and not mere vandalism, is 
probably the motive behind Pro- 
fessor Reinhardt’s resolve to cut 
out talk.na much as possible from 
his film.

HD Princes have rejected the 
India Bill.’ In rejecting it they 
Rayo stated that it “docs not 
secure those vital. interests snd 
fundamental requisites of the 


h | States.” | 


The. Government tells us in 
solemn conclave in Parliament: for 
“vital Interests” and “fundamental 
requisites” plenso, read “matters 
of detall.” . 

The Government, through Its of- 
ficial spokesmen, has repeatedly 
maintained that there was no 
reason to believe that the Princes 
were anything but satisfied with 
the Bul which wns being placed be- 
fore Parliament; it even hinted 
thht to suggest the reverse was 
mero malevolence on the part of 
evil wishers. 

“The Princes, however, have told 
the Government in clear words 
that they are far from satisfied; in 
fact, their suggestion is that the 
Government has been guilty of 
breach of faith. (For “breach of 
faith” please read “trifling mis- 
understanding.") 

The Government, the Viceroy, 
and the Sceretary of State have 
shown their complete ignorance of 
the condition of thought in India. 
In this the Government, the Vice- 
roy, and the Seerctary of State 
have not given urs any reason for 
surprise. They have throughout 
been {ynorant of the true conditions 
in India. ‘ 

It was a saying in the days of 
Czarist Russia that the man who 
knew least what was happening 
in the country was the Czar of all 
the Russias. No body dared to tell 
him. It is equally true that the 
Viceroy of India, in certain matters, 
knows less about India than any- 
one else in the country, No body 
dares to tell him. 


The Viceroy fits India into the 
mould he brings with him, and 
India, having for centuries, for 
ages, been ruled by the autocrat, 
attempts, at any rate in political 
circles, to adopt the shape, given 
it. Where the mould varies, not 
much harm is donc; but for the 
lnet 15 or 20 years it has been en- 
tirely Liberal or Socialist in shape, 
and political India, to its utter un- 
doing, has acquired some of the 
form desired, shall we say, by Mr. 
Montagu and Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald. 

This mould is unfortunately quite 
unsuited to the conditions which 
exist in the East, but out of it the 
Government, driven by a lengthy 
list of Liberal Viceroys, not of 
course forgetting Lord Irwin, has 
produced this misbegotten scheme 
of federation. : 

To rnyone’ outside Vicerexal cir- 
cles, to anyone who knows the real 
India and the Indlan Princes, it is 
obvious that no formula is possible 
which ean in truth include the Con- 
gress and the Princes within one 
federation, The few Princes who 
sponsored the idea soon gave it up 
when it came to ‘details. There 
may be talk of a federation ‘still, 
there may be jockeying for position, 
but any federation which the 
Princes would look at must contain 
real safeguards; no real safeguards 
would be accepted by the Govern- 
ment or fts Indian friends,

FUTURE, COURSE 


* Washington, May 28. 
Amid the confusion of Mapital 
figuratively strewn with the wreek-

While there is not the slightest | 
hint sas to what. President Roose- 
velt intends. to do, the impression 
prevalls -that he {s determined to 
re-establish in a legal manner the 
principles of collective bargaining, 
miniiwum = wages, .and) = maximum 
work hours, as woll as the abolition 
of child labour, with a view at least 
of preserving N.R.A.’s  brondest 
objective. 

Observers aro speculating on the 
possibility’ of President Roosevelt 
addressing the country soon by 
radio, but the question as to what’ 
industry will do {s naturally upper- 
most. Industrial leaders generally 
agree that the N.R.A, decision will 
have many stimulating and few ad- 
verso cffecta on business in the 
future. 


VARYING VIEWS 


In some industries, notably the 
automobile Industry and in retail 
trade, the {nitial reaction indicates 
clearly that the decision is welcome, 
In a few, notably the textile, coni 
and fertiliser industries, where 
elaborate provisions of Code control 
have been built up, there appears 
a fear of a regyumption.of price-cut- 
ting and wage-slashing, with re- 
sulting unsettlement in prices, 

The general feeling in most fields 
scems to be that the elimination of 
NRA. Testrictions will make but 
slight difference, and the industries 
can return to the pre-Code basis 
with littlo dimculty, However, no 
hurried abandonment of prevailing 
practices is anticipated. ‘Leaders 
of individual Industries are gener- 
ally loath to'make any statement 
formally, but, ag far as it is avall- 
able, a cross-section of opinion js 
as follows: 


STEEL INDUSTRY

_If we are to judge from the 
speeches delivered at. various 
functions attended by the Hong- 
kong goodwill mission which 
has just concluded its visit to 
Canton, there is a strong mutual 
dosire for measures which shall 
bring the two centres into closer 
trade and industrial co-opera- 
tion, Spokesmen on both sides 
were in complete agreement that 
the prosperity of the one centre 
is dependent on that of the 
other: that each has a comple- 
mentary vote to play; and that 
it would be to the benefit of both 


.}to work together along lines 


promising mutual” “advantages. 
One of the Canton officials was 
quite frank when he stated that 
he did not under-rate the diffi- 
culties of the position, but he 
foresaw great possibilities in the 
way of genuine co-operation be- 
tween the Hongkong and Can- 
ton Chambers of Commerce. 
Similarly, the Hongkong dele- 
gates realised that much could 
be done by establishing closer 


‘Teontacts between the business 


men of the two centres. It was + 
a happy thought on the part of

SHAKESPEARE TRANSLATED 


Tho news that the film which 
Prof, Max Reinhardt is making of 
“A Mid-summer Night's Dream” 
for an Amerfean company is to 
contain a minimum of dialogue has 
caused considerable comment in 
England, snys the Christian Science 
Monitor, For many feel that: the 
chief glory of Shakespeare lies in 
hisamazing mastery of language. 
Yet Professor Reinhardt’s decision 
may lend to a bettor way of film- 
ing Shakespeare. than has hither- 
to been discovered. Magnificent 
though Shakespeare's speeches 
are, it Ja significant that the 
greatest Shakespearean actors, 
such as Edmund Kean and Henry 
Irving, are not reputed to have 
gained their biggeat offects in de- 
claiming them. Those effects are 
said to have flowed rather from 
gesture and mime than . from 
elocution. When Kean played the 
‘ruin of” Richard™ Hl—one- of - his 
most famous parts—it was not his 
recitation of Shakespeare's lines 
that the critics praised, but the 
manner in which he stood with hia 
arms held out helplessly before 
him. This was a gesture inspired 
by Shakespeare's poctry rather 
than a direct expression of it: 
Similarly, perhaps the most effec- 
tive way of screening Shakespeare 
may be to translate the trana- 
cendent beauty of his verse into an 
equivalent beauty of photography. 
This, afd not mere vandalism, {s 
probably the motive behind Pro- 
fessor Reinhardt’s resolve to cut 
out talk as much as possible from 
his film. :

Tho Government tells ua In 
solemn conclave in Parliament: for 
“vital Interests” and “fundamental 
requisites” pleaso rend “matters 
of detail.” os 
The Government, through Its of- 
ficial spokesmen,. has repeatedly 
maintained that there was no 
reason to belleve that the Princes 
were anything but satisfied with 
the Bill which was being placed ‘be- 
foro Parliament; it evon hinted 
that to suggest the reverse was 
mero malevolence on the part of 
ovil wishers. . it 

The Princes, however, have told 
the ‘Government in clear words 
that they. aro far from satisfied; in 
fnet, their suggestion: Is that the 
Government has been guilty of 
breach of faith, (For “breach of 
faith’ please rend “trifling mis- 
understanding.”) . 

The Government, the Viceroy, 
and the Secretary of State have 
shown their complete ignoranco of 
the condition of thought in India. 
In this the Government, the Vice- 
roy, and the Sceretary of State: 
have not given us any reason for 
surprise. They have throughout 
been ignorant of the truo conditions 
in India. 

It was a saying in the days of 
Czarist Russia that the man who 
knew least what; was happening, 
in the country was'the Czar of all 
the Russias. No body dared to tell 
him. It is equally true that the 
Viceroy of India, in certain matters, 
knows Iess about India than any- 
one else in the country. No body 
dares to tell him, . 


The Viceroy fits India into the 
mould he brings with him, and 
India, having for centuries, for 
ayes, been ruled by the autocrat, 
attempts, at any rate in political 
circles, to adopt the shape given 
it. Where the mould varies, not 
much harm is done; but for the 
last 15 or 20 years it hos been en- 
tirely Liberal or Socialist in shape, 
and political India, to its utter un- 
doing, has acquired some of the 
form desired, shall we say, by Mr. 
Montagu and Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald. ‘

“IN BRITAIN 


London, May 28. 
Record activity in house build- 
Ing is revealed in a White Paper 
issued to-night, 


At the date of the Armistice the 
number of houses in England and 
Wales was just below 8,000,000. 
Since the date and to March 31 
last 2,655,902 new houses were 
provided, 807,468 by local au- 
thorities and 1,848,434 by private 
enterprise. ; 


The total figure does not include 
14,601 houses provided to re-house 
persons displaced unded_ re- 
construction schemes under 
Ivgislation prior to 1930. 

The number of houses provided 
by private enterprise without state 
ussistance In the half year ending 
March 31 last was 149,086. This 
constitutes a new record, being 
12,120 more than in the previous 
half year, the figure for which 
was then itself a record. The 
total for the year ending March 81 
was 286,050, being _ $8 per cent. 
greater than the corresponding 
total in the previous year and 
more than double the number in 
any carlier year for which records 
are availible. In this year un: 
assisted private enterprise alone 
provided more houses than local 
authorities and private enterprise 
together had built in any such 
preceding ycar.—British .Wireless,

As tho result of the discovory of, 
a Mausor pistol, 94 rounds of am- 
munition and four ammunition 
clips in ao ‘spocially-constructed 
chest, which had tbeon ingeniously 
Kidden on board o fishing junk, a 
junk master and his two sons sere 
arrested early this morning.

The sons’ 
denials were accepted by the pro- 
accutlon and. they were according: 
ly discharged. 

Detective  Sub- Inspector L 
Whant appeared for the prosecu- 
tlon and stated that the pistol was 
found. in a apectally-constructed 
box and inthe bottoni was fqund 
ammunition. The box had 
been fitted into a cavity in the 
doorway of the sleeping compart- 
ment at the atern of the boat. The 
door actually, closed on the post- 
tion where-the box was concealed. 

It was only by luck that the box 
was discovered.
